Hilaire Belloc is Subject of Talk 


> Given at College by Louis Wetmore 





«Hilaire Belloc is one of the most 
fascinating characters in the Eng- 
sh speaking world, the greatest 
living master of English prose,” de- 
ciared Louis H. Wetmore, New York 
cits, at a lecture in the Clarke Col- 
lege auditorium, Monday evening, 
February 9. ; , 

yr. Wetmore, an intimate triend 
of Hilaire Belloc, was graduated 
from Harvard University and took 
post graduate work in Oxford, Eng- 
land; Heidelberg, Germany; and 
Freiburg, Switzerland. The speak- 
er, a captain in the World War was 
g former editor of the New York 
Times. He was also assistant secre- 
jary, for six months to Ambassador 
Ferrick in Paris, during the war. 

“It may almost be said of Be!- 
Joc that he knows too much and 
writes too much,” stated Mr. Wet- 
more. “His versalility is amazing, 
he is a curious ecceniric type filled 
with the idiosyncrasies of a genius.” 

Belloc’s versatility may be ex- 
plained by the fact that the blood 
ef ibree nations flows in his veins, 
French, Irish and English. ‘There 
is hardly a field of endeavor that 
kelloc has not written about. be 
fore the world he stands widely 
Known for his historical writings, 
biographies, essays, sonnets, poetry, 
spirituai pilgrimages and travelogues. 

Belloc, the Englishman is an Ox- 
ford graduate and served for three 
years in the French military ser- 
vice. He was ‘at one time a mem- 
ber of the British parliament. ‘But 
Velloc by his very honesty destroyed 
his political career,” said Mr. Wet-

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Delegates from Rosamond Circle at 
Clarke to Complete Plans for Fund 


Twenty-six delegates of the Rosa- 
mond Circle, 163, of the Daughters 
of Isabella, Lincoln, IJl., and four 
Sisters of Charity of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary were guests at Clarke 
College the week end of February 
7 when the final arrangements tor 
the Rosamond scholarship were com- 
pleted. 

The guests were received Satur- 
day afternoon by the faculty and the 
members of the senior and juniors 
classes in the drawing room of 
Mount St. Joseph Hall which was 
decorated in the college colors and 
banners of welcome, 

In honor of the delegates a pro- 
gram consisting of numbers by the 
college band, glee club and orchestra 
together with special solos and a 
playlet was given in the auditorium 
at 7:30. Miss Margaret Thornton, in 
the name of the faculty and stu- 
cents of Clarke College welcomed 
the guests and thanked Rosamond 
Circle for the scholarship fund. 

During the Mass in the chapel of 
the Sacred Heart on Sunday morn- 


ing Rev. Edward A. Fitzgerald com- 
mended the members of the Circle 
for the spirit of co-operation and in- 
terest manifested in Catholic Edu- 
cation and congratulated the dele- 
gates on tne success of their worthy 
eudeavors A tour through the build- 
ings of Clarke College was conducted 
immediately after breakfast. 

At ten o’clock the delegates were 
assembled and taken to Mount Car- 
me] where the scholarship fund was 
formally presented to Mother Mary 
Isabella, B.V.M., Superior General of 
the Sisters of Charity of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary. 

Returning to Clarke College the 
delegates were entertained at dinner 
in the Marigold Tea Room. 

Plans to establish the scholarship 
were begun in 1924. The suggestion 
that a scholarship fund be started 
was made by a Clarke alumna, It 
was taken up by the circle, who by 
1927, had $3,204 credited toward the 
fund. Since January 16, plans have 
been under way. toward the definite 
completion of the scholarship. Miss 
Mary Coogan, Lincoln, a member of 
the alumnae, has fiad charge of the 
plans. 

The ten-thousand dollars, which 
have now been paid, provides for a 
perpetual scholarship at Clarke Col- 
lege to be called the “Rosamond 
Scholarship.” 

“The Candidate for the Rosamond 
Scholarship shall be chosen by the 
Rosamond Circle, 163, Daughters of 
Isabella, Lincoln, Illinois, as long as 
that organization shall function; the 
proviso inserted that this candidate 
furnish satisfactory evidence of nec- 
essary scholarship, desirable char- 
acter, and high moral standing.” 

In case the Rosamond Circle, 163, 
Daughters of Isabella, ceases to exist 
as an organization in Lincoln, the 
Scholarship shall be awarded by the 
Chief Administrative Officers of 
Clarke College, Dubuque, Iowa, to 
some candidate from Lincoln, IIli- 
nois, who shall fulfill the require- 
ments, In case there is no such can- 
didate from Lincoln, the scholarship 
is at the disposal of the Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officers of the college.

Most charming of the pre-lenter 
festivities of Clarke College is the 
traditional Colonial Ball to be held 
this year at the college on St. Valen- 
tine’s Day. 

The guests of the college on this 
occasion, both campus and city resi- 
dent students, will costume for din- 
ner. The softly-lighted dining rooms 
in which the holiday note is sounded 
by period table decorations and place 
cards will serve as a background for 
the gaiety of the guests who in their 
period dress will seem not the twen- 
tieth century that they customarily 
represent, but gallants and maidens 
of the Revolutionary period; their 
conversation might be expected to 
deal with the fortunes of the “Min- 
ute” men, or the wisdom of the deci- 
sions of their First President. 

After the dinner there will be 
dancing in the Mount St. Joseph as- 
sembly hall when Justin Conlon’s 
orchestra will furnish the music, 
The classes will enter the hall as 
units, ‘each entrance, however, 
though individual, in keeping with 
ihe time represented. The freshmen 
will come in fours to the graceful 
waltz music of "The Land of Used- 
To-Be”: the sophomores next in cou- 
ples; the city students in formations 
of three; the juniors and seniors 
coming last in couples in the dignity 
that the period required and after 
the Serpentine formation will do the 
Grand Right and Left.

ATRIOTISM, in the minds of 

some, is an ecstatic feeling. It 

is an emotional reaction to a 
bombastic theoretic speech by a soap- 
box orator. The tenseness and ex- 
citement of it are vaguely associated 
with bunting banners, military bands, 
or stately girls swathed in white robes 
to represent Columbia or the statue 
of Liberty. Some of us recall at the 
mention of patriotism, the crimson 
glow of the bon-fire in the village 
square on that first Armistice morn- 
ing. And yet all these are the ex- 
ternal trappings which enhance the 
force that keeps liberty living. The 
men whose birthdays we celebrate dur- 
ing this month—Washington and Lin- 
coln—knew the practical side of pa- 
triotism and they worked for it and 
one died for it. Other men too have 
died for it. We can recall also, the 
tears in the eyes of the gold-star 
mothers on that first Armistice morn- 
ing. Washington and Lincoln would 
have had us‘be loyal in war-time; 
they would have us thrill at the word 
“patriotism”; but their consecrated 
memory speaks another message—if 
we can listen to it. 


Our government goes on every single 
day ; we can be interested in its work- 
ings. We can study political science 
practically every day of our lives by 
tracing the procedure of federal and 
state legislatures and judiciaries. As 
intelligent citizens we cannot be bored 
with “politics.” When important is- 
sucs come before public attention, we 
can be cognizant of their weaknesses 
and strength and form our attitudes 
accordingly. Voting is necessary for 
the common good—it is not a personal 
choice. It is patriotic to sacrifice one’s 
self for the general welfare; this state- 
ment could be interpreted as the pro- 
per allurement for the performance 
of the duty of voting, which seems 
to be required in some cases.

SCHOOL SPIRIT 


aeqN recent years there has been, it 
4 would seem, a noticeable and de- 

plorable change in the manifesta- 
tion of that beautiful virtue known 
as “School Spirit.”

While we have been Singularly free 
from any marked deterioration in the 
old-fashioned spirit of school loyalty 
yet we must admit that we would all 
be benefited by a process of whole- 
some reflection on the facts of the sit- 
uation. To realize that a college is 
our college, an Organization for us and 
with us, will make us desire to expend 
the utmost of our energy in its inter- 
ests; it will create in us an attitude 
of understanding of and sympathy to- 
ward Problems that must be solved; 
of situations that must be harmonized : 
and of educational requirements that 
must be met.
